TO BUILD LIME 


SULPHUR PLANT 


Oyler And Spangler To Spend 
$6,000 On New Addition 
To Local Works. 


Another new m anufacturing es­ 
tablishm ent will b«‘ added to Get­ 
tysburg’s diversified industries. 
Work is to start immediately on 
the erection of a newf lime sulphur 
plant in connection with the Oyler 
and Spangler fertilizer works along 
the Lincoln highway, east of here. 
Although 
Oyler 
and 
Spangler 
have been in the spray business for 
ten years, this is the first time they 
have installed a lime sulphur plant. 
Tile new building and equipment 
will represent an outlay of approxi­ 
mately $6,000, 
The new lime sulphur plant will 
be one of the largest of its kind in 
the east. with a capacity of over five 
hundred thousand gallons a season. 
Lime sulphur is one of the best 
known and widely used spray ma­ 
terials demanded by fruit growers. 
It Is made up in a liquid form and 
usually packed in steel barrels and 
is both an insecticide and fungicide. 


.similar insects. Lime sulphur solu- i 
lion is also used during the summer, j 
after the foliage has come out on J 
the trees, to control scab and vari­ 
ous kinds of rots which affect the i 
foliage and fruit. 
Gettysburg is located in the cen- I 
tor of a large iruit growing belt, 
which extends east through Allen- | 
town; north us far as Williamsport; 1 
west to Fort Loudon; and, south 
into Maryland and Virguua.
